Claims 1-6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sravanapudi et al. (U.S. Publication No. 200 1/0049603 A 1) in view of Luther (U.S. Patent No. 
5,640,590). The Sravanapudi reference is directed to a multimodal information service that may, 
for example, access information in different modalities such as, information may be retrieved in 
voice form, for example, or text form, and text, for example, may be transformed into speech, via 
a text speech engine and the text content may be read to the user over a phone.
